Vietnamese ask SAC’s 
administration for help

“We're asking for more ‘help for 
Vietnamese refugees not because 
they’re refugees, but because they 
need it,” stated Duc Van Nguyen, 
a chaplain at St. Anselm’s Episco- 
pal Church in Garden Grove. He 
was speaking to the administrative 
heads of SAC ina meeting between 
them and the Vietnamese Commu- 
nity of Orange County. Inc. 
(VNCOC). l 

The meeting was arranged after 


Do Dinh Tuan, president of 


VNCOC, sent a letter to the 
RSCCD Board of Trustees stating 
the concern the Vietnamese, have 
over the fact that SAC does not 
employ any full-time Vietnamese- 
speaking people. His letter 
suggested that qualified 
Vietnamese professionals be hired 
to help refugees in their “efforts to 


cope with a new culture, to make - 


social adjustments and to study 
new subject areas in an entirely 
alien environment.” 

Tuan’s letter also asked that the 
English as a Second Language 
(ESL) program be revamped to 
better serve the refugees who have 
not had any prior learning in 
English, yet are being taught 
English by teachers who cannot 
speak Vietnamese. This 
revamping, he said, would “relieve 
frustration on the part of mono- 
lingual English teachers and con- 
fusion on the part of the refugee 
students.” 


Citing some of the special needs 
of the refugee students, Hue- 
Khanh Nguyen, a_ beginning 
English teacher at the Career 
Education Center, stated, “Some 
of these people don’t even know 
how to ride the bus. 

“In our country, only the able 
students can go to college,” she 
said. Many of her students arrive

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in this country and cannot read or 
write in their own language. “They 
like to be college students but they 
need a lot of help before they can 
go to college and attend classes like 
this.” ; 

SAC President Bill Wenrich is 
faced with a very unusual problem 
and does not have other colleges to 
turn to fora successful program to 
view.

largest Vietnamese student popu- 
lation in the country and 
Wenrich’s program will be a model 
for the other colleges in the 
country to look at. 

The college has been trying to 
meet the needs of the refugees at 
SAC and has many programs 
already under way to assist them in 
their attempt to merge into this 
culture. Many work-study 
students are providing assistance 
to Vietnamese students in various 
areas of the campus. However, 
there is only one part-time 
counselor available. 

That counselor, Vy Trac Do, 
states that he simply cannot meet 
the needs of all of the students ona 
part-time basis. 

Wenrich promised to study the 
situation further and suggested 
that the leaders of the Vietnamese 
community return for a meeting 
prior to his presentation to the 
Board of Trustees. That meeting 
will be held on Dec. 7 at 3:30 p.m. 
in the Board Room. 

Wenrich will present his findings 
to the Vietnamese leaders and 
discuss what the college will be 


doing to further meet the needs of 


the refugee students. 

Next week, el DON will provide 
a personal look at some of the 
people who fled their native 
country for the chance to come to 
America. Perhaps this will demon- 
strate some of the problems these 
people face in their modern day 
pilgrimage.

Board meeting 


Hernandez leaves; high 
bid jeopardizes center

The Board of Trustees suffered what chairman Rudy Montejano called 
an “immeasurable loss” at the meeting held Monday night. 

Montejano was referring to the fact that member Richard Hernandez 
was attending his final meeting as a trustee. After serving since 1972, 
Hernandez lost his bid for re-election to mathematics instructor Michael 
Ortell. ; 

After trustees mulled over the departure of Hernandez, they turned to 
another disqueting situation—the extraordinarily high bid for construc- 
tion of the John E. Johnson Student Center. 

District architect Al Alves had assured el DON in October, “There is 
no way it (the construction bid) will come in over $3.2 million. You'll see.” 
The low bid for the project came in at $4.5 million. 

The district is now faced with several alternatives ranging from 
scrapping the project to building at bid price, which would virtually 
deplete reserve funds. 

Alves attributed the bid, which exceeded the estimate by $1.3 million, 
to two major factors. He said spiraling inflation accounted for the 
increased building costs. Alves added that the jump in the prime lending 
rate, which is now around 18 per cent, contributed to the excessive price. 

In responding to Alves’ explanation, trustee Hector Godinez seemed 
angered. “Thirty days ago we were told that things were in good shape. 
Certainly an architect knows the going rates. We weren't given the proper 
information.” 

The general consensus among board members was that if the project is 
delayed to downsize the building, the price will go up anyway. Board 
member John Dowden pointed out, “We have to build now or we'll pay 
the same amount later for something else.” 

SAC president Bill Wenrich said he would review the matter and come 
up with a recommendation for the Dec. 10 meeting. 

At the opening of the board meeting, a union representative for 
classified employees at SAC, Ann Imparato, told members about a 
problem in implementing part of the contract negotiated last summer. 

The RSCCD agreed to pay the portion of social security payments 
normally deducted from employees’ earnings. The problem is that the 
county office, which takes care of payroll for the district, is having 
difficulty getting the company that provides the computer printing of the 
paychecks to institute the change. 

Dean of Fiscal Affairs Robert Matthew said that the county is 
changing vendors and payroll changes may not be instituted until next 
summer.

Iranian students state charges 


Editor’s note: In analyzing the situation in Iran, el 
DON interviewed several Iranian students 
attending SAC. The following is their explana- 
tion of the recent events in their homeland. In 
order to provide anonimity, el DON has chosen 
not to identify those students who spoke out. 


Twenty-seven days ago, Iranian students stormed the U.S. 
embassy in Iran and took 62 Americans hostage. Thirteen 
Americans have since been released. leaving 49 people who 
the Iranian students have charged are spies. 

Not since the Cuban missle crisis of 1962 has the world 
been so close to war. But why would a nation with \ irtually 
no defense against the most powerful country in the world 
risk war? That question was put to a group of Iranian 
students studying at SAC. The following is their answer: 

In 1953, the Shah was overthrown and escaped to Italy. 
Mohammed Mossadegh came to power, clected by 
Parliament. He was a true nationalist and believed in 
making Iran independent. He wanted us (fran) to run our 
own business. The Americans didn’t like his view. 

The American CIA infiltrated the Iranian army and Dr. 
Mossadegh was arrested. The Shah was then returned to 
power. 

The Shah félt he owed something to the U.S. He began to 
despise Iranian culture, Islam. everything that stood for the 
Iranian people. The economy was totally dependent upon 
America, according to the Iranian students interviewed at 
SAC. 

America wanted Iran to police the Persian Gulf. So, Iran 
sold oil to the U.S. and bought arms while thousands were 
starving in eastern Iran. Before the revolution (1978), Iran 
was the most powerful country in Asia. Iran policed the 
Middle East and crushed any socialist movements. 

SAVAK, the Iranian seeret police was so powerful - it was 
trained by the CIA - you couldn't trust your own father, one 
Iranian explained. You were afraid he might be in SAVAK., 

“We couldn't build universities: teachers who disagreed 


with the Shah were put in prison. There was no freedom of 
press. speech - we didn’t have any kind of freedom,” said 
another. 

SAVAK was torturing and killing thousands of people 
and before the revolution, the Shah had 80.000 political 
prisoners. Torture methods included raping little girls, using 
boiling water, electric shock, cutting hands off. ... SAVAK 
was a very brutal secret police, the Iranians claimed. 

The Shah caused the destruction of Iran's self-sufficient 
agriculture. Before the Shah, Iran didn’t import any food. 
Under the Shah, Iran became dependent upon foreign food 
sources. 

Under the Shah. 60 percent of the Iranian people were 
illiterate. These people were in his army. He indoctrinated 
l6- and 17-year-old children. 4 

The only way the Iranian people could bring this to the 
attention of the world was to take the American embassy. 
“We are still afraid that what happened in 1953 (Shah's 
return to power) will happen again. The Shah has access to 
the CIA while he is in the U.S.” they believe. 

The Iranians feel that Kissinger and David Rockefeller 
brought the Shah to the United States. | hey put pressure on 
Carter to protect the Shah. showing protection for other 


leaders in the world. 


lhe Shah has to come to trial for what he did during his 37 
years. Since nobody would listen. the people felt they had to 


take over the U.S. embassy to tell the world, 


people.” one of the students stated. 


Iranians hold the Shah responsible for the following 


crimes: 


- Elimination of every conceivable right of the people, 


including the freedom of speech, press and assembly. 


- Creation of a police state with more than 100,000 


political prisoners. 
- Destruction of Iran’s once self-sufficient agriculture. 


Now everybody is talking about international law. 
Nobody talked about international law when the Shah was 
torturing thousands of Iranian people. Open vour eves. you 
can’t just support a man who has suppressed 40 million 


- Imporation of inflationary. quick-return obsolete 
industrial assembly plans as a result of which the economy 
became increasingly vulnerable and dependent on foreign 
sources. 

- Embezzlement of national wealth for himself and his 70- 
member family. (The Iranian students quote Jack Anderson 
in the Washington Post as reporting that the Shah deposited 
$16 billion in the Chase Manhattan Bank last year.) 

- Directing a sophisticated system of narcotic distribu- 
tion through his family (stating the Shah’s sister, Ashraf, was 
twice arrested for smuggling heroin into France and 
Switzerland). 

- The killing of more than 65,000 people in the course of 
less than one year (this was the period of anti-Shah riots 
prior to the overthrow of the Shah). 

Without the extradition of the Shah to Iran, the Iranian 
people say there can be no peaceful solution to the crisis. 
Leaflets can be found around the campus stating the Iranian 
position and calling for the American people to stand behind 
the Iranians. The Shah is called the Iranian Hitler and the 
common enemy is the “American Imperalism.’ 

The Iranian cries are the same: 

Death to the Shah 

Down with U.S. imperialism and its puppets 

Long live the revolutionary organizations in Iran 

Long live the solidarity between American and Iranian 
people. ; 

Stop harassing the Iranians in the U.S. 

lhe question was asked of the Iranian students if they 
were being harassed at SAC. One student replied, “My 
economies instructor has something to say about Iranians 
every time we go to class. He said the ‘Shah is just another 
person like you... living in this country.” ” 

Another student commented on the INS investigation 
into the status of the Iranian students in this country. He said, 
“I personally feel like a Jew in Germany before the war. I feel 
that at any moment, they will come get me for something.” 


American view of Shah and Khomeini

It is obvious from the start that some of the charges made 
against the Shah are true; although, they are not necessarily 
accurate in their scope. 

For instance, on the eve of the Shah’s 59th birthday, 
(Time, Nov. 6, 1978) he was reported to have released 1,451 
prisoners of which 1,126 were political prisoners. It does not, 
however, prove that he had 100,000 - nor, does it disprove it. 

America is accused of infiltrating the Iranian army and 
training SAVAK (Iranian secret police). America did train 
SAVAK and probably was involved with the army - at the 
Shah’s request. An interesting note on why SAVAK was so 
powerful comes from a book edited by George Lenczowski, 
titled Iran Under the Pahlavis. 

Lenczowski states, “In 1954 General Taymur Bakhtiar, 
chief of the security organization, discovered in the Iranian 
army a Soviet spy ring composed of 600 officers of whom 60 
held the rank of colonel or lieutenant-colonel . . . The 
subsequent emphasis on the strengthening of the internal 
security organization generally known under the name of 
SAVAK appeared understandable under the 
circumstances.” 

It is also true that, under the Shah, 60 per cent of the 
Iranian people were illiterate - in 1975. In 1966, however, 80 
percent of the Iranian people were illiterate. 

The charges of embezzlement are not easily proved or 
disproved. However, reporters in Tehran are this very 
moment investigating the bank records of the Shah and his 
family. 

It seems that the Ayatullah Khomeini has made his point 
and the Shah is under the microscope of the world. Why then 
will he not release the American hostages” And, better yet. 
who is Ayatullah Khomeini? 

After being exiled from Iran in 1963 for causing mass 
demonstrations against the Shah’s land reform policies. he 
went to Iraq. There, he continued to fight his struggle against 
the Shah. In 1978, Irag expelled the Ayatullah and Kuwait’ 
refused to accept him into their country. He then slipped into 
France under a three-month tourist visa. 


Upon returning to Iran, Khomeini proceeded to close 
down 44 newspapers and magazines - at the same time 
expelling western reporters. He also began trials of the 
Shah’s people. Paul Martin reported in Newsweek (Aug. 6, 
1979), “Ayatullah Sadegh Khalkali. the chief revolutionary 
judge, has acquired the nickname ‘Judge Blood’ for his quick 
resort to the firing squad. Khalkali’s courts have sentenced 
almost 400 former ministers, generals, officers and 
associates of the Shah to death.” 

Khomeini has also ordered the destruction of the four 
million Sunni Kurds in Iran. The New Republic (Sept. 22. 
1979) reported that in August of this year, the Iranian army. 
under the direct orders of Ayatullah Khomeini, used tanks, 
artillery, helicopter gunships and F-4 jets to take the town of 
Paveh from the Kurds. Over 400 Kurds died in that one raid. 

Khomeini reportedly threatened his military leaders with 
“revolutionary justice (a-cuphemism for execution)” if they 
failed or took too long and called for a “Feast of Blood” in 
Kurdistan. 

This does not mean the Shah is or is not guilty of any 
crimes against the Iranian people. That really is not what is 
at stake now anyway. The issue now seems to be that the 
U.S. is the enemy of the people of Iran. 

As Fred Mabbutt, political science instructor at SAC said, 
“The rhetoric of Khomeini has shifted the emphasis from the 
Shah as the devil to the United States as the devil.” 

The Shah was supported by the U.S. because, as Mabbutt 
said, “He was a fairly dependable ally in terms of oil and an 
early warning system of Soviet troop maneuvers.” 

The Shah’s problems came with his decision to modernize 
Iran. Dean of Social Science at SAC, Lee Layport who 
visited Iran in 1976, stated that the “modernization process 
was being carried forth with the problem of modernization 
coming face-to-face with traditionalism, with the expected 
resulting dislocation and tension, The Shah was confronted 
with the basic choice to continue Iran in the traditional 
approach or modernize Iran. He opted for the 
modernization which brought him down.” 

Mabbutt commented, “You have to look at the good 
things the Shah did. He tried to educate the people. he

execution) and called for a ‘Feast of Blood’ in Kurdistan.” (The New Republic, 


Sept. 22, 1979) 


elevated the status of women and broke up church land, 
giving it to the small farmers.” Mabbutt was referring to the 
Shah’s Land Reform policy which Khomeini based his 
original (1963) protests on. 

Regardless of the good or bad of the Shah’s programs, the 
Iranian students are following Khomeini. Their attention is 
drawn away trom the fact that right now, in Iran, industry is 
only operating at about 40 per cent capacity. Inflation in 
Iran is running above 40 per cent and unemployment is 
around 25 per cent. 

Whether Ayatullah Ruhollah Khomeini. is simply a 
religious fanatic or a Russian KGB agent as some people 
have charged, he is leading his people to war. He has put the 
Iranian army on alert and stated that everyone in lran 
should learn to use a gun. i 

But, what are the Iranian people going to war for? Why is 
he asking them to lay down their lives? 

For the Shah’s return? 

Then, why did he base his revolution in February of this 
year upon the need for the Shah to leave Iran?

Price of center 


surpasses budget 


The lowest bid for the proposed John E. Johnson Student Center is 
$1.3 million more than has been budgeted to pay for it. e DON asks why. 

The best answer we can come up with is simply that the district 
architect, Al Alves, designed a building that would cost more to build 
than the RSCCD wanted to pay. 

Certainly Alves’ statements on the excessive costs have been 
contradictory at best. In October he told el DON that there would be “no 
way the bid will come in over $3.2 million.” Apparently he also convinced 
SAC Dean of Planning and Development Vern Armstrong who echoed 
in October that he would “guarantee” it'll come in at $3.2 million.” 

At the Monday night board meeting, Alves attempted to explain why 
the figure was so high. He said “spiraling building costs “and the increase 
in the prime lending rate to around 18 per cent were responsible for the 
increase. el DON understands what inflation does to costs. 

What el DON does not understand is why less than two months ago 
Alves said the bids would be close to what was budgeted and then, when 
the figure jumped to $4.5 million, blamed this on events that had been 
taking place all year--factors a first-year economics student would have 
considered long ago. 

Now the board is left with several alternatives. Of course none of them 
are as appealing as paying what our architect previously said wed by 
paying. 

One solution would be to scrap the project. But that would leave us 
with our present inadequate space for food facilities, student services and 
other space needs. : 

Another idea suggested by board members was to downsize the 
building and/or wait until contractors are “hungrier” for public works 
projects. This would supposedly cut costs to what was budgeted for the 
center. The problem with this is that there is no guarantee that prices will 
go down. In other words, the district might, in the words of trustee John 
Dowden, “pay the same amount later for something less.” 

Board members even considered drastically cutting the project-- 
making a one-story building using the pre-fab concrete method which is 
used to make the industrial parks popping up all over the county. This 
certainly would be a tacky way of remembering SA C’s former president, 
to whom the building is to be dedicated. 

el DON believes we should build the center as soon as possible, even if 
it puts the college in a tight financial situation. One bright note in this 
mess is that it appears that the estimated $513,000 in interest district 
funds earned may ease the dilemma. 

Even if SAC manages to complete this project without going broke, el 
DON believes the district should get an architect who is in touch with 
today’s economics.

Ambrose Pierce once said that 
“happiness is contemplating the 
misery of another.” 

As we observe those who are 
handicapped. do we not silently 
count our blessings? 

But while we give thanks for 
another share in our stock of good 
fortune, the handicapped continue 
to give us daily lessons on a certain 
dimension of the spectrum of 
human behavior usually found on 
the battle field -- courage. 

Living with a handicap requires 
intestinal fortitude above and 
beyond the call of duty, but dealing 

with that handicap and retaining a 
positive attitude is the undisputed 
epitome of guts. 

There is a student at SAC who is 
neither confined to a wheelchair 
nor bound by braces. His body isa 
slave to palsy, but his spirit is as 
emancipated as ever. I do not 
know his name, but that is just as 
well, for he would probably insist 
upon anonymity: bravery seeks 
not recognition. The following is 
my salutation to him. 
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I first heard you in the library. 

The spasmodic rhythm of your 
shoes plodding across the carpet 
told me you were handicapped. 
Many faces stared as you made 
your marathon walk through the 
library. 

Each step was a monumental 
effort as you struggled to tame 
your impaired motor coordination 
to place one foot in front of 
another. Your demeanor bore the 
visage of determination. 

l pitied you and even basked in 
my own well-being for a moment 
until | realized that while -your 
contorted legs were shipwrecked, 
your outlook was a buoy of 
alacrity. 

I first saw you in the lecture hall 
of our political science class. 

Your face was handsome and 
your body as anyone ` else's. 
Perhaps your handicap seemed 
more justified if you were not so 
“normal looking.” 

Negotiating the graduated steps 
of the lecture hall was like repelling 
down the Matterhorn. Then 
suddenly you tripped and fell vio- 
lently. 


Concerned students offered 


their help, but you politely refused. 


When you labored to resurrect 
yourself, l pictured the many 
bruises sustained from countless 
other falls. Then, for the untold 
time in your life you picked your- 
self up, dusted yourself off and 
started over again... with a smile 
that fooled no one. 

The topic of the day’s class did 
not as much scrape the periphery 
of my consciousness as did your 
bravery. 

I first met you in the parking lot. 

I was not in the best of spirits 
this day and found it quite 
convenient to mentally gripe about 
making the climb up the Dunlap 
Hall stairs. 

Then | heard you behind me. | 
suddenly became thankful when | 
studied the ease in which my feet 
cooperated in the act of walking. 

I deliberately let you pass me so | 
could rid myself of the painfully 
obvious dichotomy. As you passed 
your pen slipped from your grasp; 
almost an innuendo for me to 
pander to your endless difficulties. 

As I reached down, you made an 
awkward about-face and plucked 
the pen fromthe pavement before | 
could. 

“Hey thanks anyway!” you 
exclaimed. “Beautiful day isn’t it?” 

My doldrums came to a 
screeching halt as I slid into the 
bowels of my own introspection. 
Your overwhelming positive 
attitude caused me to contemplate 
a handicap of my own instead ot 
your misery. 

You showed me that we are all 
handicapped in one form or 
another.

What 
thoughts enter your mind? Maybe you experience a sudden chill and 
thank God that you weren't on that plane. But what about the people who 
plan to work in the airline industry as flight attendants? Do they have 
second thoughts? 

“Not really, I don’t think about it.” Gregg Estrada, an air transporta- 
tion major at SAC, said. “On a motoreycle or in a car you've got more 
chances of having an accident.” 

John Kotur, another air transportation major, admitted that the news 
of recent plane crashes made him wonder if air transportation was too 
risky, though he realized that other things in life are Just as dangerous. 
“Plane crashes are few and far apart.” Kotur said. “They (news media) 
make so much out of a crash. I really gets blown out of proportion.” 

Marylou Finley, SAC’s air transportation department chairperson, 
pointed out the exceedingly high number of accidents that occur on the 
ground. notin the air. “I don’t think plane crashes are that detrimental to 
flying as a career.” 

SAC’s flight attendant program devotes an entire semester to 
emergency procedures, according to student Jeanette Maldonado. “They 
show us how to use life rafts. slides, oxygen, fire extinguishers.” she 
commented. “When it comes right down to an emergency. you remember 


what to do.”

National Guard's an experience; 
war games prove they're ready

Our convoy moved out slowly from the form-up 
area outside of the armory which houses the National 


Guards 4th Battalion, 160th Infantry. just off of 


Brookhurst in Fullerton. 

With the approval of the C.O.. Captain Schwinn, | 
was allowed to participate in maneuvers, which were 
to take place last week at the Marine Corps Base at 
Camp Pendleton. 

We finally arrived at our destination. and parked 
off the road, just inside the camp gate. Our platoon 
leader was Sergeant Paul Correa, a Viet Nam veteran 
with nine years of Marine Corps experience. 

We mounted up, and headed on ut, and made 
camp next to a small lake, which was shored by 
bamboo groves. f 

I was told that we were to board a chopper, and fly 
recon over a target, which we were to attack later on 
that night. l 

We were told to keep our heads down while 
boarding, otherwise you'd end up looking like a 
malted milk shake. 

We regrouped in a clearing off the road. After 
supper, we helped each other put camouflage make- 
up on our faces, necks and hands. 

We rechecked our weapons, and Sgt. Correa 
briefed us on that night’s mission. We mounted up 
into three jeeps and took off into the night. 

We turned off the main drag, onto a dirt road and 


the drivers killed the headlights. I jumped out, 
grabbing my weaponas I left. The road’s powder-like 
dirt had turned into a fine mud by now. We were split 
up into groups, forming a column of men, flanking the 
shoulder of the roadway. 


We stopped on a ridge. then made our way down 
the hill towards the enemy held town. We tried to be as 
quiet as possible, but at times that was difficult 
because of the breaking underbrush. 

I lay flat alongside a building. Spec. 4 Campbell 
motioned for me to cover him. I raised my M-16 to my 
shoulders and aimed in the direction Campbell was 
about to run. 

Other members of our squad were already inside. I 
had not noticed Campbell come out of another 
window, and I squeezed the trigger. He was dead 
before he hit the ground. | knew now what the phrase 
meant Casualty due to friendly fire. I felt like a fool. 

They knew we were coming, but the enemy didn't 
know where or when. I learned later that our foes were 
made up of Special Forces Personel. Their C.O. later 
on, Came over to Our camp and congratulated us on 
surprising them. | was so glad that I was one of the 
victors. 

We got back to the armory in Fullerton and my 
night's rest had to wait. We had to clean our weapons 
and wash the jeeps. I had a helluva good time and 
experience. | could still feel the adrenalin flowing 
24 hours later.

Again Sam. the answer is a most definite “yes!” 

Weeks of frazzled nerves and sleepless nights with nightmares about 
the old cliches “try, try again” and “practice makes perfect” chiming over 
and over again in their heads will finally pay off for all those involved with 
the play when the romantic Woody Allen comedy opens tonight in 
Phillip’s Hall at 8. The production will continue tomorrow and Dec. 7-8 
at 8 p.m. x 

“Play It Again Sam,” described director Frank Clark is essentially an 
extended comic monologue--a series of farcical one-liners that are 
designed to be self-perpetuating. These are woven into a series of 
incitements, rising actions and climaxes that move along in a smoothly 
entertaining evening of theatre.

Midler portrays a young, multi- 
talented and self-destructive per- 
former, whose love affairs and pro- 
fessional triumphs never complete- 
ly satisfy her lonely restlessness. 
Her addiction to drugs and 
alcohol pulls her deeper and 
deeper into vulnerability and 
depression, which she tries to hide 
with an awesome stage presence. 


She becomes safely her own self 


only when she feels the audience’s 
love overwhelming her from 
bevond the spotlight. 

Pushed by her manager Rudge, 
she rushes from concert to concert, 
sometimes performing twice a day. 
There is no time for rest and the 
only “cure” for her exhaustion are 
vitamin shots, poppers and liquor. 

Even her boyfriend Dyer, with 
whom she wants to start a new life 
has to realize that his love for Rose 
cannot compete with managers, 
drugs and alcohol. 

She is completely thrown off 
balance when Dyer leaves her and 
Rudge. threatens to annul the 
contract. 

“Where are you going, where is 
everybody going,” were her last 
words before collapsing on stage 
during the last performance of her 
tour, her death caused by an 
overdose of drugs and alcohol. 

An excellent cast, brilliant 
performance and Bette Midler 
exploding into her powerful music 
capture and pull the audience into 
the magic of the rock mania of the 
1960's.

Dons elude OCC, 13-12

Traditionally, youth on an athletic squad 
germinates inexperience, but sprouts enthusiasm. 

Santa Ana’ football team showcased this 
philosophy last Saturday night at OCC. The Dons 
sank the Pirates’ ship, 13-12, with Charlie Packard’s 
PAT late in the fourth quarter. 

The win enabled SAC to finalize a .500 season in 
SCC action (3-3) and gave the Dons a 7-3 overall 
record for the second consecutive year. 

Coach Tim Mills was operating SAC’s team minus 
about a dozen players due to disciplinary action taken 
by the mentor. Hence, a younger battalion of troops 
participated in the maneuvers. 

Santa Ana collected 156 yards in penalties, of which 
126 were assessed in the second half. 

Mills said, “The club played well. I wish that we 
could have beaten them by more. But I guess one point 
is as good as one hundred.” 

Sophomore quarterback Chris Gragnano watched 
his last football game asa Don from the sidelines since 
freshman Steve Brown was given the nod. “He’s been 
throwing the ball better,” stated Mills. 

And throw Brown did. The signal-caller completed 
14 of 24 aerials he attempted for 177 yards. Brown’s 
favorite target was wide-receiver Bill Vivovich who 
plucked half of the quarterback’s completions out of 
the sky for 86 yards. 

SAC defensive back Ed Hollins snagged an 
interception in the first quarter that set up the game’s 
initial score. With the ball on OCC’s 33 yardline, 
tailback Bob Verburg galloped for a 20-yarder, and 
then plowed for three more on the next play. Brown 
then hit running back Darryl Smith for the six- 


pointer. 

With less than five minutes left in the Dons’ 79 
campaign. Santa Ana found itself trailing the Pirates 
12-6 and in need: of a touchdown. 

From their own 42-yardline. SAC covered 56 of the 


58 vards for the eventual winning score in four plays. 


Brown exhibited his mobility as the versatile 
quarterback collected the final yards on a run around 
the left side of OCC’s defensive line. Packard pro- 
ceeded to chip in the decisive extra point. 

But a good offense without a fine defense is like a 
team without victories. “The defense played real well.” 
Mills remembered. “When we had to do it. we did it. 
We showed character.”
